W^’ Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
y T porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report 
O.F the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year ended the 1st of August 
instant, and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, distin- 
tinguishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, aud 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied; also, an account of their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter's and Primate Robin- 
son’s Funds, 

The .sum appropriated at the usual special meeting of the Board in December 
last, for the several Church Works of this year, amounted to 43,764/. 10s. 3d.; 
of this sum 7,608/. 18s. Id. has been applied towards the completion of 13 new 
Churches, and the enlargement of four Churches, for which grants had been 
made in former years; 8,690/. towards the building or rebuilding of 11 Parish 
Churches, and the enlargement of 16; and the residue, amounting to 
27,465/. 12s. 2d., was set apart for the repairs of Churches and for the fencing 
of Churchyards, including ihe expenses connected with the carrying out of these 
several works. 

The Commissioners have been enabled this year to appropriate a larger sura 
to the building, enlarging, and repairing of Churches, than was expected, owing 
to the receipt of a sum exceeding 7,000/., under the head of fines, for the 
renewal of leases, in cases in which the tenants had suffered very many years to 
elapse without availing themselves of their privilege to renew at shorter intervals. 

We have the satisfaction of informing your Excellency that this application 
of the funds of the Board has been liberally responded to by the respective con- 
gregations in the aid afforded by them in the extension of Church accommodation; 
the sum received this year from private sources being 8,787/. lOs. 8t/., which is 
for the most part applicable to the building and enlargement of Churches.

By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appeared that 70 Benefices had 
become vacant within the year, consisting of eight dignities and prebends, one 
minor canonry, and 61 parochial Benefices ; of these, 22 appear to he subject to 
Ecclesiastical tax. 

In the case of the second Caiionry in the Cathedral Church of Kildare, the 
appointment to ivhich was suspended by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council 
in the year 1855, the Commissioners liave received the order of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and tbe Privy Council, dated the 10th of February last, removing the 
suspension, and giving authority for the appointment to the Canonry, .subject to 
the severance of alL the revenues appertaining thereto. With reference to this 
Canonry, also to the third and fourth Canonries, and to the Chancellorship of 
this Cathedral, the revenues of which have been also vested in the Commis- 
sioners, by orders of the Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Council, we have to 
report to your Excellency, that, in consequence of the Dean and Chapter of 
Kildare having questioned the validity of these orders, and of their withholding 
the portions of the Chapter fund, to which the Commissioners considered that 
they were entitled, the Commissioners were under ihe necessity of directing 
legal proceedirfgs to enforce their rights ; and the case having been heard before 
the Master of the Rolls, an order was made declaring that the Lord Lieutenant 
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and Privy Council had full jurisdiction to make the orders of suspension, and 
that the temporalities of the suspended Canouries and Dignity had thereupon 
vested in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. Against this decree ihe Dean and 
Chapter lodged an appeal, which came on to be heard before the Lord Chan- 
cellor and the Lord .Insticc of Appeal, when ihe order of the Master of the Rolls 
■was affirmed, ami the appeal dismissed. 

Pursuant to the intimation conveyed iii the Report for the year ended August 
1857, the Cumrnissioners have brought under the consideration of Her Majesty’s 
Government a Bill to amend the Church Temporalities Acts in certain parti- 
ciilars, which in their opinion are calculated to increase the efficiency of tlie 
Commission. 

\Vc regret to liave to report, that, owing to the stale of their funds, the 
Commissioners have been enabled this year to augment the income of but one 
Benefice, namely, that of Kilshane, in the diocese of Cashel, by a grant of 20/. 
per amuun. being an unappropriated sum to the credit of Primate Boulter’s Fund. 
The number of apjilications before the Board for the augmentation of small 
livings, even where the incomes of the clergy do not amount to 100/. per 
annum, is still very considerable. In the proposed Bill for the amendment of 
the Church Temporalities Acts, a clause has been suggested which would have 
the effect of enabling the Commissioners, on some future increase of their 
income (after maicing such provision from time to time as to them might appear 
advisable for tlic several objects and purposes mentioned in the 63d section of 
3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37), to set apart a portion of their general fund tor the 
augmentation of .small livings, there being little or no prospect, particularly since 
the annual loss to their funds of 12,000 /. hy the abolition of Ministers’ Money ; 
that, after making full provision for the objects referred to, there would be any 
surplus for the augmentation of small livings, as contemplated by that Act. 

Jn fiirtherniice of this object, the Commissioners have also suggested an 
amendment of the law in respect to the expenses now primarily chargeable on 
their funds, for the building and rebuilding of Cliurclies, by mcludmg m tbe 
proposed Bill a clause to enable them to aid in the establishment of licensed 
houses of worship in parishes or districts which contain but few members ol the 
Established Church, instead of their being obliged to incur the greater expense 
of erecting Churches in such places. . ■ i 

ThlrtV'peveu applications for the purclvise of Perpetuities have been re- 
ceived. The sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
0,053/. is. 7d., and a mortgage has been granted for securing the payment ol a 
further sum of 1,696 h Os. \0d., pursuant to the provisions of the looth section 

of the 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37. , . , d 

A sum of G,582 1. 16 1 d. has been invested m Goveinunent Secuntics, 
to tbe credit of the Perpetuity Purchase Fund ; also a sum of 2,667 i. to the 
credit of Primate Boulter's Fund. A temporary investment to the amount of 
13 000 1. has been likewise made in the same securities, to the credit o the 
general fund, pending the fuffilinent of engagements which have been entered 
into for the building and repairing of Churches. , o- i r w „.;n
